JERUSALEM—As the Italian invasion of Egypt brought the war 


closer to the Holy Land, the British administration this week began 
recruiting Arab and Jewish infantry units, decreed death for fifth 
column saboteurs and considered plans for protection of Tel Aviv 
against recurrence of the September 9 air raid which took the lives of 
113 persons and wounded more than 120. 


The British military authorities announced plans for formation of 
separate Arab and Jewish combatant units. Jewish organizations issued 
an appeal for recruits and decided to call up immediately unmarried 
Jews between the ages of 21 and 23. 


All Jewish newspapers appeared with big headlines and editorials 
calling on Jewish youth for speedy enlistment. Informed Jewish circles 
expressed confidence that recruiting of Jews would be concluded within 
a few hours because of the Jewish youths’ eagerness to fight in Britain’s 
cause. 


The British announcement said the companies will be units of the 
British army, comprising parts of the infantry arm. The force will be 
used for defense duties in Palestine, but if the military situation re- 
quires, the defense may be carried to neighboring territories, it was 
stated. 


Palestinians will be given opportunities to hold ranks as commis- 
sioned and non-commissioned officers, the announcement declared. Jew- 
ish Voluntéers will be recruited in cooperation with responsible bodies 
and through local recruiting offices, while Arabs will be enlisted through 
local district committees cooperating with Arab notables, the announce- 
ment added. , 


The Jewish Agency for Palestine and the Vaad Leumi (Jewish 
National Council) issued a call to Palestine Jews to volunteer for the 
combatant units, emphasizing that since the outbreak of the war they 
had proclaimed Palestine Jewry’s readiness to fight shoulder to shoul- 
der with the British people against “the enemies of democracy and the 
foes of the Jewish people.” 

“We demanded full opportunities for the Jews of this country to 
take part in the defense of Palestine by raising Jewish units,” the 
Jewish statement asserted. “Tens of thousands of Jews responded to 
the call for national service. Now it is your turn to come.” 





SIX-YEAR-OLD, HAND GONE, ASKS 
WHY HITLER WANTED TO HURT HER

TEL AVIV—Six-year-old Selma Gershowitz is bewildered, not angry, 


over the loss of her hand as a result of injuries suffered in the Sept. 9 
air raid. 

When this correspondent visited her in the Hadassah Hospital short- 
ly after her hand had been amputated, she muttered: “Why did Hitler 
throw a bomb on me, what didI doto him?” , 

While A. R. P. workers removed those who were trapped, first-aid 
squads speedily removed the wounded to hospitals. The dead were 
brought to the Nordau School for identification. Throughout the raid 
inhabitants of Tel Aviv demonstrated marvelous calm. A conference of 
the Group “A” General Zionists were interrupted only to hear news 
and continued with its business. 

Some bombs fell on the old cemetery where Max Nordau, Achad 
Haam, Chaim Nachman Bialik and other famous Zionists are buried. 
An adjoining synagogue and yeshiva were wrecked and three old Jews 
studying the Talmud were buried in the debris. The fire brigades 
brought conflagrations under control in the shortest time, but were 
unable to rescue several inhabitants of the Shechunat Pachim section, 
which consist mainly of wooden huts that blazed rapidly.

Churchill Terms Raid “Senseless Brutality”

“Please accept my deepest sympathy in the losses sustained by Tel 
Aviv in the recent air attack,” Churchill said. “This act of senseless 
brutality will only strengthen our united resolve.” 

Colonial Secretary Lord Lloyd sent a similar message in which he 
declared: “Please convey to the people of Tel Aviv and other places 
bombed by Italian aircraft my deepest sympathy in their losses. Please 
express my admiration for the courage and coolness with which they 
have faced the enemy’s attack. They are standing cheerfully, with the 
capital of the empire, an ordeal which, despite the vain hopes of the 





enemy, will only steel our joint determination to move inflexibly to final 
victory.” 
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Bill Would Prohibit 
Bias Matter in Mails

WASHINGTON—Rep. Samuel 
Dickstein (Dem., N. Y.), has intro- 
duced a bill in the House amending 
the United States Criminal Code to 
bar from the mails all matter “in- 
citing racial or religious hatred or 
bigotry or intolerance.” 

Mails coming from abroad under 
the international postal agreement, 
as well as that of domestic origin, 
are covered by the measure, which 
provides penalties of a fine up to 
$5,000 and/or imprisonment up to 
five years. 

The bill is part of a legislative 
drive to combat the vast increase in 
Nazi propaganda mail from Euro- 
pean countries which materialized 
when the spread of the war cut off 
transmission by German steamship 
lines and German groups within 
this country. 

Meanwhile, a move materialized 
to prevent use of the Congressional 
Record as a propaganda medium 
—directed particularly against Ja- 
cob Thorkelson, “lame duck” anti- 
Semitic Montana Congressman—by 
means of a House Printing Com- 
mittee rule that only words actually 
spoken on the floor of the House 
can be printed in the Record. This 
more was urged by Chairman John 
J. Cochran of the House Accounts 
Committee. 





Schurz Foundation 
Denounces Hitlerism

PHILADELPHIA ve Dencuncing 


totalitarianism and expressing it- 
self as “outraged” by what the 
Nazis are doing in Europe, the ex- 
ecutive committee of the Carl 
Schurz Foundation issued a state- 
ment reffirming the loyalty of 
American citizens of German blood 
to the United States.

Rabbis Vote Down 
Move to Muzzle 
Pulpit, Avoid Draft 


By Jewish Telegraphic Agency 

NEW YORK.—A four-point res- 
olution designed to spur American 
Jewry’s defense of democracy in 
the face of “another World War 
which threatens the sanity and 
safety of America” was adopted at 
the closing session of the two-day 
convention of the Assembly of He- 
brew Orthodox Rabbis at the Hotel 
Sharon. 


The resolution was unanimously 
adopted by more than 100 delegates 
after a heated two-hour debate be- 
hind closed doors which saw two 
important points in the original 
text resolution struck out. The de- 
feated points urged that rabbis 
“refrain from using their office and 
influence in the turmoil of domestic 
politics” and that they “shall not 
seek deferment or exemption from 
military service for themselves or 
for rabbinical students. 

In the adopted resolution the rab- 
bis pledge “the moral, material and 
physical resources of American 
Jewry in the aid of democracy’s 
fight against Nazism, Fascism and 
Communism,” resolve that Jewish 
congregations lend additional sup- 
port by releasing their rabbis from 


some of their duties “so that they 


_|may tender their services as chap- 


lains in military training camps,” 
urge Jewish families “to open their 
hearts and homes to refugee chil- 
dren fleeing the terrors of war” and 
announce the rabbis will petition 
President Roosevelt “fof advice as 
to the best means of serving the 
nation in these troublous times.” 

Prayers were recited for Britain’s 
safety. 

Rabbi Alexander Levine, record- 
ing secretary, declared that inex- 
perience and sophomoric sophistica- 
tion threatened Jewish tradition. 
“Too often we see young inexperi- 
enced graduates of seminaries re- 
placing older and wiser men in the 
pulpits of our synagogues,” he said. 
“This absurd insistence upon rabbis 
who should look like matinee idols 
is frivolous and a serious threat to 
orthodox Judaism.” 

The convention, the organization’s 
first since 1935, was called by the 
executive board to discuss im-

AR MR. SEGAL: 
We read how troubled your mind is because 
you haven’t been going to synagogue on the Sab- 
- bath even though your are now a five-day-week 
man with all your Saturdays off. 

But the fact that you are troubled about it is 
to your credit. It seems that your religious duty 
lurks admonishingly in the back of your head. 
You are not like those to whose minds religious 
duty is entirely foreign. We have hopes for you. 

At least you belong to a synagogue;—you are 
not an alien in the Jewish life of your community. 

This brings up a problem—the unaffiliated Jew. 
He concerns us who are the presidents of the two 
Reform synagogues of your home town. But, 
broadly speaking, the unaffiliated Jew is a prob- 
lem not only of this town but of all communities. 

Who is the unaffiliated Jew? 

If he thinks about himself at all, he is a fellow 
who says: “I am a Jew but I am not interested 
in synagogues. For that matter I am not inter- 
ested in organized religion. Religion is a personal 
matter between God and me.” 

We hope that he does commune with God in 
the privacy of his heart. We like to think that 
he makes a synagogue of his heart and there wor- 
ships God. In fact, the ideal world would be one 
in which every man carried synagogue or church 
in his heart. 

Yes, we particularly welcome to the synagogue 
the unaffiliated Jew who says he worships God in 
his heart. He is the kind of man we need. He 
is a Jew to whom religion is not a matter of Yom 
Kippur or Jahrzeit only. He brings to the syna- 
gogue something of its essential life, for syna- 
gogues can’t live by rabbis alone. They live chief- 
ly by the spirit. of their members. 

(We like to believe that it is really true thatthe 
unaffiliated Jew has this lovely altar in his heart, 
as he says, Or is he just making excuses?) 

The human-mind is not a deposit vault with 
separate compartments in which every individual 
may keep his spiritual possessions privately. It 
is a society to which every man and woman must 
give something of the illumination of his own 
spirit to the common fund of light. 

To bring together the spiritual lights of many 
people is the function of synagogue and church. 
The lights of many people brought together must 
in time disperse the darkness of the current 
world. 

What is religion? 

* * . 
E DON’T believe it is just an easy chair for 
the comfort of the individual who sits in it. 
Nor is it a personal pass to admit the possessor 
to the private enjoyment of the grace of heaven. 
It is good that a man possess religion as an inner 
comfort and as the adornment of his mind and 





soul, But to what value is the saint who locks 
himself up in his private sanctuary? 

Religion, as we understand it, has to do with a 
body of ideals by the fulfillment of which man 
hopes to establish the kingdom of God on earth. 
We cannot do this separately, each going his own 
way wishfully hoping. Great ideals can be brought 
to authority. in the world only by the power of 
many men thinking and dreaming together. 

Synagogue and church: (organized religion) are 
the cohesive forces to hold men together toward 
the ideal of the more just and lovely world that is 
inherent in religion. 

The unaffiliated Jew, however Godly he may 
feel, is like the rock that rolled away from the 
mountain. Though it was no longer a part of the 
mountain it continued to claim the power of the 
mountain. 

“IT am the mountain,” it said. “In me is the 
strength of the mountain, since I am from it.” 

But it had no part in the stately function of 
the mountain. It did not stand against the winds’ 
blow, it had no part in directing the course of the 
rivulets that flowed toward the great river to 
replenish it. It was just a loose rock. 

We are not speaking for the synagogue as a 
battlefield on which to defend Jews against anti- 
Semites. Our theme is the synagogue as the 
fortress in which the Jew. can preserve his in- 
heritance which is the good life and the constitu- 
tion of decent human relations that are found in 
Torah and Prophets. 

In good time we shall be saved from Hitler. 
When that time comes it will be an ironic tragedy 
if we have to ask ourselves: “Just what were we 
saved for?” That question will be pertinent if 
we are a people without any spiritual meaning. 
Unless we are a people conscious of a spiritual 
function, what are we here for? 

Certainly, it is scarcely worth going on just to 
fight anti-Semites. 

Shortly the unaffiliated Jews will be rushing to 
the synagogues for Rosh Hashonah. and Yom 
Kippur. We welcome them but we beg to assure 
them that they are only transients in the house 
of Israel, like travelers who drop in for a night 
in the tourist camps. They contribute nothing to 
the beauty of the house. Rocks rolling away from 
the mountain, 

As for yourself, you can set a good example by 
showing us how dutifully an unoccupied Jew may 
employ the Sabbath. We hope that in some future 
column you will report that startling news of 
having attended the synagogue on the Sabbath. 

Anyway, we have written your column for you.

At the 
bottom of the posters were these 
words: “Have you seen any of 
these leaflets? If so, please report 
to your nearest official. This is 
ordered by the German occupation 
authorities.” This didn’t make the 
Nazis happy, but it made the 
Czechs feel a lot better. Their pas- 
sive resistance to Nazi rule is one 
of Hitler’s headaches, you’ll be 
glad to know.

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PROJECTS 
Washington is now full of projects aiming to alleviate the 
plight of refugees abroad. The most interesting is a plan about 
the Virgin Islands. An exchange of notes about this is going on 
between Secretary Ickes and the state department. Ickes believes 
that many of the refugees in Europe who are entitled to United 
States quota visa could be brought over to the Virgin Islands to 
await their turn for the visas. This would save the unfortunates 
from falling again into Nazi hands when awaiting their visas in 
Europe. No special legislation is believed to be required for this 
act, since the Virgin Islands fall under Ickes’ administration. The 
bringing over of refugees from Europe for a temporary stay at the 
Virgin Islands would thus require only an administrative order 
should the state department find no objection to such an order. . 
Another interesting project is one coming from John G. Winant, 
American head of the international labor office. Himself one of the 
greatest experts on immigration and labor problems, Winant has 
come to the conclusion that opening America’s gates wide for 
immigration would be a major solution to America’s ecqnomic 
problems, should the United States be deprived by Hitler of the 
possibility of continuing to export to the European continent. A 
large influx of immigrants into the United States would create new 
markets here is the theory advocated by Winant. We learn that the 
American Federation of Labor as well as other interested bodies 
in Washington are seriously studying Winant’s project. 
PEOPLE 
Meet Elisha Friedman. He is the man who has been appointed 
by the United Jewish Appeal to appraise the activities of the Joint 
Distribution Committee, United Palestine Appeal and National 
Refugee Service. An independent person, Friedman has been agreed 
upon by all organizations concerned to prepare an unbiased analysis 
of their work. Himself a Hebrew scholar and successful business- 
man, Friedman is now devoting practically all his time to the study 
of refugee and overseas relief problems and has engaged a staff to 
do the necessary research. The existing agreement between the 
J. D. C. and U. P. A. provides an amount not exceeding $25,000 
to be spent for the study with which Friedman is entrusted.  Offi- 
cially this study is to be approved by a special distribution com- 
mittee set up by the J. D. C. and U. P. A. with the sole and exclu- 
sive rights to determine what proportion each of these two organi- 
zations should receive from the U. J. A. should the campaign of the 
appeal yield over $11,250,000 during 1940. . . . Speaking of impor- 
tant appointments, don’t be surprised if you learn soon that James 
G. McDonald, former high commissioner for refugees from Ger- 
many, has been appointed to an important post in Washington. 
He was originally scheduled for the $20,000-a-year position as 
“czar” of the garment trade in New York City, which has been 
given to Jimmy Walker. He is scheduled now for a position as 
American ambassador abroad, or, should the presidential elections 
interfere, for a highly paid position in the capital.

Raphael Abramovitch, leader of the Russian Social Democratic 
Party and one of Stalin’s principal foes, who arrived this week in 
the United States as a refugee from France, is editor-in-chief of 
the Yiddishe Encyclopedia, a fact which few Americans know. . . . 
Preparations for a moving picture depicting the life of Dr. Theodor 
Herzl are now being completed in New York by Z. H. Rubinstein, 
managing editor of the Yiddish daily, The Day. The film is ex- 
pected to be released soon after the High Holidays. . . . Louis 
Fischer is now completing in Long Beach, N. Y., his autobiography, 
which will be published early in the autumn. ... Aaron Zeitlin, 
well-known Yiddish publicist and playwright, has been chosen edi- 
tor of Hatkufa, the voluminous Hebrew literary quarterly, publi- 
cation of which will be renewed by the Shtibel Verlag in New York. 
Hatkufa was originally published in Warsaw and later in Palestine.

ITH irresponsible New Zionist Organization

Drive Will Tell Two Things 


HY the Local Zionist District should evince 

such enthus‘asm in the planned membership 
drive may not be so apparent to the average 
reader, and a review of the present status of 
American Zionism may be needed before the parts 
that are making the works go around begin to 
stand out in bolder relief.

Will the 
tendency to shrug one’s shoulders and slough off 
the necessity for a decision prevail, or will Indi- 
anapolis Jewry show what any fighting individual 
would show, a fighting. response. 

The Jewish Post, in its childish days, once 
swore to raise 100 members for the Zionist Or- 
ganization of America. The Post needs ninety- 
nine members to fulfill that promise. The mem- 
bership fee is $5 per year. Let’s see how many 
voluntary memberships Post. readers will send in 
from all parts of the state as their bit to show 
their faith in the ideal of a Jewish homeland.

How Refugees Feel About U. S. Shown by 
Letters Received by N. R. S., Director William 
Haber Shows—The immigrant train that carried 
carloads of “forty-eighters” to the rolling plains 
of the midwest was the symbol of one era. If 
we were to look for such a symbol today it would, 
I think, be a cross-country bus carrying a refugee 
and his wife and perhaps one or two children to 
a new home. Thus has the scale of settlement 
been reduced. But, as I have said before (and it 
cannot be too often reiterated) each refugee is a 
human being, each successful resettlement is a 
life rebuilt. Although we have to deal with thou- 
sands, we cannot lose sight of the individual, the 
individual’s needs, the individual’s happiness. 


We keep a bulging file in the offices of the 
National Refugee Service. It is called the 
“Thank-you-letter” file and it is the index of our 
individual successes. Statistics of so many thou- 
sand units resettled each year are cold, but this 
file brings resettlement to the human level. Here. 
area few excerpts: : 


A resettled refugee writes from a midwestern 
city: 
“I am very happy that I am here. I don’t 
have the worries that I had in the past and I 
have all that is required for a living. There- 


fore, the emptiness of my wallet doesn’t 
bother me. ...I am sure that many a Nazi 
would envy the Jew he drove out of Germany 
if he could see how much better it is here 
than in this country; here we enjoy liberty 
and can say what we think.” 

From one of the prairie states another refugee 

writes: 

“I have only been here a few weeks but I 
have a job and my future looks secure. Every 
day I grow to like this America more and 
more—its friendly people, its freedom, its 
cheerfulness. Everybody here tries hard to 
make me feel at home.” 

A letter from the south: 

“T like it here. I am working very hard but 
I like it—it makes me fell once again that 
there is sense in working and that I have a 
good chance. . . . I do not feel lost anymore; 
I feel marvelously secure.” 

From a northwestern state another letter says: 

“In New York they told me ‘America is 
beautiful.’ But that was only half the truth. 
I do not know enough of the language to 
really tell you how wonderful the country is 
here—the mountains, the sea, the rivers. 
Some day soon when I have learned more 

- English I will try to write a poem about it.”

He raised his 
eyelid and spat three times. He 
was amazed to be immediately re- 
lieved. 


The grain of Hitler dust was 
picked up by the wind again and 
was blown against a window pane. 
Next day the hausfrau dusted off 
the window, then dusted off the 
rag into the air. . . . “So much 
dust,” she sighed. “There seems 
no end of dust.” . . . She was an 
old hausfrau, the widow of a sol- 
dier who had died for Hitler. 


The grain of dust blew away, 
was taken up to the stratosphere, 
then swiftly it was hurled back to 
the earth toward a certain village, 
to a certain barnyard. It fell into 
a dung-heap ‘and there it lay. 


All this is in my wish as I bend 
my eyes over the crystal. ... Yes, 
there it is: I see in the crystal a 
small object no bigger than a pin 
point.

A Task For B’nai B’rith 


ama IN READING in this issue the vital statistics of the Jewish 

communities of Indiana you are struck forcefully with the all-im- 
portant part that the B’nai B’rith plays in the life of Indiana Jewry, 
then another thought will strike ycu, too. In many of the smaller com- 
mtnities, B’nai B’ri h combines in one organization the community cen- 
ter, the synagogue, and all the city’s Jewish social life. In fact, in so 
many of these cities, other than B’nai B’rith there is no significant 
Jewish organization at all. 

Then it would seem logical that the State Association should make 
some attempt to fill more completely the need which the B’nai B’rith is 
ésked to fi'!l as this conglomerate type of organization. Certainly the 
State Association should provide more for the cultural side of Jewish 
life in the smaller communities. Certainly the B’nai B’rith should make 
some effort to give these Jewish communities more contact with Jewish 
books, Jewish speakers, Jewish programs, Jewish music, Jewish enter- 
tainment. 

If B’nai B’rith is so powerful in Indiana, then that position calls for 
certain obligations. 

One characteristic marks B’nai B’rith nationally, and that is its pe- 
culiar faculty for assuming obligations which never were thought of be- 
fore the assumption but which seems so logical after the act. Under 
this headinz, fall the A. Z. A., tre Hillel Foundation and many other 
activities such as vocational guidance and so forth. 

The State Association has many calls upon its for service, but some 
consideration should be given te rounding out, especially in the smaller 
communities, the full service th:t B’nai B’rith can and should give as 
the major and in many instances only effective Jewish organization.

Life Begins in 


HE story of the new refugee in America has 

already been wrung dry of pathos time and 
over again, but in one Indiana community at 
least, the play is just unfolding and will never 
reach its end. 


The citizenry of Richmond, thriving business- 
like community of 40,000 souls just across the 
Indiana border from Ohio in the southeastern 
section of the state, are counting one by one as 
Quaker Hill, refugee hostel operated by the 
American Friends Service Committee, at the re- 
quest of the American Jewish Joint Distribution 
Committee, is slowly being filled to its forty 
capacity limit. 


At present the total is eleven, and as each 
new arrival takes up his life at Quaker Hill, the 
Richmond News Palladium, the city’s alert daily 
newspaper, marks the new total. 


The article in the News Palladium of July 12 
bringing the total up to six at that time began: 


“Two additional European refugees have 
been added to the list residing at Quaker 
Hill, Friends institution north of the city, 
bringing the total number being accommo- 
dated there to six. The newest arrivals, 
both single men, are natives of Vienna,” 
and so on. 


Then three weeks later, in its issue of August 
5, the News Palladium raised the total three 
more: 


“A native of Hamburg, Germany, with a 
Ph, D. and Doctor of Laws degrees working 
in a field, stripped to the waist and sweat- 
ing under a broiling sun, 
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“His wife, a commercial designer, help- 
ing with the wash. 

“Still another, this one a Vienna grain 
dealer and later a teacher, shoveling coal 
in the basement. 

“Such are some of the sights which greet 
visitors to the Friends’ refugee hostel, 
Quaker Hill, only recently established at the 
old Evans homestead in Spring Groves 
And so, one by one, the citizenry watch as 

lives crushed under the heels of a victorious 
Hitler are mended and made to blossom in 
sunny Indiana fields. 


LTHOUGH open only since June, Quaker Hill 

has gone through a transformation almost as 
complete as that of the lives of the people who 
will get a new start there. A rambling old- 
fashioned house, Quaker Hill has been remodeled 
into a lovely modern hostel. The gift of Isaac 
Evans Woodard of Indianapolis, the home has 
eighteen rooms, and today, through the gen- 
erosity of many Indianians, stands completely 
furnished. 

For in this venture, Jew and Gentile are co- 
operating jointly. Many Jewish people from 
Richmond and Indianapolis have made donations 
of money and furniture and linens to Quaker 
Hill, and whereas Mr. Woodard provided the 
furniture for all the downstairs rooms, and the 
Hussey family of Indianapolis donated the fur- 
niture for a bedroom, many unnamed Jewish 
donors have provided furniture and other ne- 
cessities for other rooms. 

Behind Quaker Hill and Scattergood, the pro- 
totype of Quaker Hill, which has been operating 


successfully in Iowa for sixteen months now, is 
the belief that refugees can find places for 
themselves in the small towns and the farm 
lands of the United States. 

Thus after a refugee has chosen a trade or 
farming and become proficient in his work, he 
is put on the market for nearby farmers or 
nearby factories, or any enterprise which can 
use the abilities which he possesses. Likely 
enough he is soon taken off the hands of the 
Quakers and instead of depending on help from 
others becomes self-supporting and a proud 
member of a new community. 


LTHOUGH here in Indiana the hostel has not 

reached that stage yet, the success of the 
plan in Scattergood augurs well for Quaker 
Hill. Stanley Hamilton, who is Quaker Hills 
director, believes that no difficulty will be en- 
countered here, especially after the splendid «- 
operation the hostel has received on every hand 
thus far. 


Most of “our German friends,” as they are 
called, at Quaker Hill are Jews; more explicitly, 
they are Jews under the Nazi definition. Th 
is they all are of Jewish descent, although m0 
all are practicing Jews. At Scattergood, refu- 
gees of all denominations are being retrained, 
but present plans call for receiving only Jews 
at Quaker Hill. 

The schedule at Quaker Hill calls for three 
hours daily of physical work by each of the 
refugees. In addition, the housekeeping * 
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shared cooperatively. The rest of the day . 
spent in the study of English, American history, 
civics and other related subjects.

October 20 has 
been chosen as the date, and, although complete plans have not been 
announced for the occasion, it is known that Rufus M. Jones, leading

manity to man overseas, here at home there accumulated a vast 
jumber of isolated but kindred happenings which, in sum, are indicative 
if the deep-rooted attachment of Americans to justice, amity and under- 
tanding among all races and creeds that make up the American people. 
In order to assay the intensity of this devotion, this writer has gone to 
wme lengths to assemble a variety of representative incidents that oc- 
wrred in the last twelve months and which go to prove that, by and large, 
frm adherence to the principles of religious equality, one of the corner- 
cones of democracy, remains a basic conviction of the American people. 


Goodwill is a contemporaneous phrase employed to describe what our 
forefathers called religious liberty. For purposes of this review, goodwill 
is taken to mean not manifestos, pronouncements, speeches, writings or 
neetings concerned with religious liberty—numerous and far-reaching 
though they have been—but rather specific occurrences which translated 
those utterances and meetings into definite deeds, in short, goodwill in 
action. 

Perhaps the most remarkable expression of goodwill in action in recent 
years Was the frequency with which Christians voluntarily contributed to 
Jewish institutions and the succession of Jewish benefactions to Christian 
awencies. Many are the Catholic, Protestant and Jewish institutions that 
tave been the beneficiaries of Good Samaritans of a different faith. 


In Indiana there lives a Christian who has been fulfilling an ancient 
iblical preceept—-to give a tenth of one’s possessions to the priesthood and 
the temple—by making a sizable contribution each year for the past three 
years to the National Federation of Temple Sisterhoods, Describing him- 
«lf as “a member of no church, creed and denomination,” and identifying 
limself only as a Christian and a resident of Indiana, this man has 
wwed “to give the tithe,” and the question of where and how to give, he 
wites, led him to the “originators of that ancient and noble custom.” 
fach year the contribution comes with a neatly printed note: “This hum- 
ie offering is a most willing tithe.” 

Somewhere in Newark, N. J., there is a Jewish boy who is being edu- 
wed for the rabbinate in part with funds contributed annually by a 
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fatholic priest. When an annual scholarship fund of $5,000 for Newark 
wys attending Yeshiva College was established, Msgr. John G. Delaney, 
nctor of St. Patricks’ Cathedral, Newark, pledged $200 to the fund yearly. 
tralleling this incident is the story recently told in the Catholic magazine, 
le Sign, about a well-known Jewish attorney who made it possible for a 
jor Catholic youngster to study for the priesthood. The boy wrote a 
etter to the lawyer asking for help but forgot to give his address. The 
ayyer then consulted a priest who found the boy. Now the Jewish lawyer 
spaying for the lad’s education and clothes and providing him with a 
gular allowance. In Quincy, Mass., every one of the city’s forty-one 
turehes of all denominations benefit annually from the King Family 
Fund, established by the late Theophilus King, a Protestant, to help break

In an era when reports of suffering persecution and violence are the 
‘tady fare of newspaper readers, the other side of the picture, showing 
‘an’s humanity to man, appears to have been played down. Yet, incidents 
‘wh as those recounted here are far from uncommon, They may not make 
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headlines but they do make goodwill. Take the case of Harry Bragarnick 
of Milwaukee, a well-known labor arbitrator. For years he has made it a 
practice to donate all fees received for his services as labor adjudicator 
to Christian and Jewish charities. Only the other day he distributed $500 
to such agencies as the St. Vincent de Paul Society, the Lutheran Chil- 
dren’s Home, the Catholic Social Welfare Bureau and the Jewish Home for 
the Aged. Although they seldom receive the public attention they deserve, 
happenings of this nature are almost a daily occurrence in the United 
States. The colored population of Greensboro, N. C., has just acquired its 
own Y. M. C. A. building, thanks to the generosity of Caesar Cone II, who 
gave $65,000 for the structure in honor of two negro employes who had 
worked in his family for thirty-eight years. 

Simon Stein, Rochester manufacturer, made an unsolicited contribution 
of $1,000 to the campaign to pay off the debts of Catholic University in 
Washington. When the late George Cardinal Mundelein died, the Chicago 
B’nai B’rith Council appropriated a special sum for the cardinal’s favorite 
charity. The late Morton L. Adler, Jewish manufacturer, who bequeathed 
his $1,000,000 estate to charity, epitomized the spirit underlying these 
manifestations of inter-faith beneficence when he remarked in his will 
that “a testator renders scant honor to his own church and his own rela- 
tives if he makes them his sole beneficiaries and neglects the great general 
public from whom his wealth really comes. If the expression of this belief 
ever becomes standard for fair-minded testators, the brotherhood of man 
will assume reality.” Charles Culpepper, a Protestant, seconded Adler’s 
sentiments by making Catholic, Jewish and Protestant charities the prin- 
cipal heirs of his $8,000,000 stock holdings in a soft drink bottling com- 
pany. 

Another major inspiration for individual and collective magnanimity 
cutting across racial and creedal boundaries is the growing awareness that 
the refugee problem is common to all faiths. 

Outstanding among such inter-faith gifts was the $250,000 which the 
United Jewish Appeal for Refugees and Overseas Needs donated this year 
to Protestant and Catholic agencies for the benefit of Christian refugees. 
From the proceeds of its 1939 campaign, the United Jewish Appeal gave 
$125,000 to the Federal Council of the Churches of Christ in America on 
behalf of Protestant refugees, and an equal amount to Pope Pius XII, to 
be used for Catholic refugees as a memorial to the late Pope Pius XI. To 
the same Protestant and Catholic groups, the National Coat and Suit 
Group, the countrywide organization of the women’s and children’s coat 
and suit industry, a large proportion of whose members are Jews, donated 
$60,000 from a self-imposed garment tax. The International Ladies’ Gar- 
ment Workers gave $30,000 for the same purpose from funds raised 
through half-pay gifts by the membership. 

In a letter expressing the gratitude of Pope Pius XII for these gifts, 
Luigi Cardinal Maglione, Papal Secretary of State, said: 

“The Holy Father instructs me to inform you that he wishes to express 
to the donors his deep appreciation of their generous and noble gifts and 
to tell them how deeply moved he was by the cooperation and goodwill 
between the Jewish and Catholic people which our interchange of letters 
so clearly revealed. His Holiness was especially grateful because the 
benefaction was intended as an act of homage to Pius XI. The memory 
of Pius XI’s magnificent battle against fanatical racialism continues to 
inspire all of us.” 

These two instances of generosity have been duplicated by others in 
many parts of the country. At Notre Dame University a group of Catholic 
students arranged for a “penny-a-day” drive to raise a special sum as their

Fort Wayne's 
New Rabbi 


A pen portrait of 
Rabbi Frederic A. Doppelt

ORLD Jewry must seek beyond the defeat— 

or even the death—of Adolph Hitler for sur- 
cease from the ills which the rise of the Aus- 
trian paperhanger has fastened on Israel and 
civilization. 


This is the view of Rabbi Frederic A. Doppelt, 
scholarly but dynamic spiritual leader of Ach- 
duth Vesholom Congregation in Fort Wayne. 


“Defeat of Hitler would be a setback to the 
forces of anti-Semitism, of course,” declares the 
34-year-old rabbi who just recently accepted the 
Fort Wayne pulpit. “But,” he continued, “we 
must not assume that this happy event would 
solve the Jewish ‘problem’ or the problems of 
the world. 


“Our task right now, as American Jews—and 
as Americans—lies in building a truly American 
life. In doing this, we must draw on the finest 
and most meaningful traditions from the Jewish 
past and apply them to the immediate problems 
confronting Jew and non-Jew.” 

* bo * 
T IS perhaps Rabbi Doppelt’s concern for 

American life that keeps him from being an 
ardent Zionist, although he is by no means anti- 
Zionist. He simply believes that Jews are en- 
titled to all the rights of other human beings, 
that we must work for the creation of a world 
society in which there is no Jew and no non- 
Jew, so far as these rights are concerned. 


Similarly, he does not think that “disunity” 
in American Jewish life is altogether bad. 


“There are many views, many organizations 
and activities of which I don’t wholly approve. 
That doesn’t mean they’re altogether wrong, 
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however. There is a place in our life for many 
viewpoints and many organizations.” 


The B’nai B’rith Anti-Defamation League is 
the most effective instrument in protecting Jew- 
ish rights, but is definitely not above criticism, 
Rabbi Doppelt feels. He has long been a speaker 
for the league, even continuing his work during 
his Michigan vacation this summer. He also has 
spoken frequently for the Jewish Chautauqua 
Society. Both groups, he thinks, should direct 
more of their efforts toward the smaller com- 
munities. 


“In larger communities the Jew is on display 
and can be judged for what he really is and 
does,” Rabbi Doppelt declares. “But in the 
smaller community he is not so well known, and 
here the propaganda of the hate-mongers has a 
virgin field.” 


Rabbi Doppelt lives at what can be described 
only as a “furious” pace, but his medium-height, 
slightly stocky frame seems to thrive on it. 
His “hobbies,” added to his rabbinical duties, 
are what use up the surplus energy. 


Considered one of the leading Chassidic 
scholars of America, Rabbi Doppelt devotes 
much time to the task of putting the story of 
Chassidie lore into English. It is a lifetime 
job, but the first of several projected volumes— 
made up of articles already published in vari- 
ous periodicals—is nearly ready for the printer. 


Rabbi Doppelt is a_ prolific writer. An 
article by Rabbi Doppelt appears in the current 
issue of B’nai B’rith Magazine.

As Attica’s No. 1 
Citizen Dies 


Daily Dedicates Its 
Edition To Mrs. Levor 


N outstanding leader in Attica, 

Ind., and a very lovable woman 
was lost to her community when 
Mrs. Rachel Levor died at the age 
of 76 years in her home in that 
city, April 24, 

“very business house in the lit- 
tle town closed in respect to her 
memory, and the daily paper dedi- 
cated its issue to her that night. 
She had enriched her community 
greatly by her presence, and in 
1937 had been named Attica’s 
“Number One Citizen.” 


For twenty-two years Mrs. Le- 
vor had been managing director cf 
the Good Fellowship Club, and for 
more ihan fifty years served on 
the Attica Library Board. As a 
tribute to her long and unselfish 
service she was elected honorary 
president of the board for life, in 
1938. In addition she carried on 
quietly and without ostentation, 
private philanthropic services dur- 
ing her entire lifetime. 

Mrs. Levor, the daughter of the 
late Rabbi Meyer Blout, of the At- 
tica Synagogue, came to this coun- 
try in 1866. She had lived in At- 
tica since 1873. 

The class of 1936 dedicated the 
Attica High School year book to 
her in apprecia‘ion of the untiring 
service she had willingly extended 
to many boys and girls. 

The Attica daily newspaper said 
of her: 

“Always eager to be of service, 
Mrs. Levor has helped many hun- 
dreds of students with their work 
and personally tutored many a 
struggling boy and girl. Always, 
her heart beat in tune with youth 
and she knew and understood ‘heir 
problems. 

“She possessed an unusual love 
for humanity and no one will ever 
know the extent of her philanthro- 
py. Despite the physical handicap 
of increasing years and illness, she 
often paid personal visits in the 
homes in which she helped allevi- 
ate distress. Through the telephcne 
she kept in touch with public af- 
fairs, her friends and her beloved 
works of charity.” 

Mayor Charles A. Eviston cf 
Attica also paid tribute to Mrs. 
Levor when he said: 

“She was a mother of all ages. 
She has passed on, but behind she 
has left a rich heritage of a sue- 
cessful life of service, which will 
leave iis imprint permanently on 
the record of time.”

Precedent. 


All To Benefit 
By Loeb Project 


ME: AND MRS. BERT LOEB of 
Lafayette recently broke a prece- 
dent in that city. 


Most of the large donations have 
been given either to Purdue Uni- 
versity or to the Jewish Welfare 
Fund, a fact which Mr. and Mrs. 
Loeb took into consideration when 
they gave $50,000 to the city of 
Lafayette to build a_ recreation 
center to the memory of Mr. 
Loeb’s father. 


Solomon Loeb, in whose memory 
the center is being erected, was a 
very lovable person who for sev- 
enty years was one of the commu- 
nity’s leading business men. 

Mr. and Mrs. Loeb were very 
careful in making the donation to 
make certain that no extra burden 
would fall on the taxpayers. The 
stadium will be self-supporting 
and freedom is insured from extra 
taxation. 


The announcement made July 2 
came as a complete surprise. The 
contract calls for a reinforced con- 
crete structure of artistic design 
seating 3,152 persons. It will un- 
doubtedly be Indiana’s best public 
park stadium. Uses are unlimited 
and include not only day and night 
baseball, sof. ball and bexing, but 
concerts, pageants, open air sym- 
phonies, horseshows and many oth- 
er types of public gatherings, in- 
cluding athletic, cultural and edu- 
cational events of various kinds. 
It will be known as “Columbian 
Park Recreation Center.” 


One special feature will be a 
built-in public address system of 
the latest approved type that will 
keep spectators fully informed 
whenever announcements are nec- 
essary. New and improved dug- 
outs for the baseball players also 
are to be provided. 


The donors also emphasize the 
fact that the stadium is not being 
built primarily as a baseball field, 
but as a general meeting place for 
the people of Lafayette and vi- 
cinity.

pany had been owned by Marcus 
Samuel, an English Jew, who was 
later Lord Mayor of London, and 
first Viscount Bearsted. The name 
of the company had been derived 
from Samuel’s first enterprise, the 
importation of precious shells, In 
his honor the tankers of the oil 
fleet that plys between enezuela 
and Curacao have each been 
named after one of these shells so 
ccar to the heart of the English 
“mi'ord.” 

At the outbreak of the present 
war, a number of German boats 
were.caught in the harbor.

group either local, state or na- 
tional. 


The group was organized early 
in the year 1939 and held study 
meetings each month and conducted 
two public meetings, both of which 
were attended largely and created 
considerable interest. The commit- 
tee is composed of five women from 
the Jewish community, five from 
the city’s Roman Catholic parishes 
and five from Protestant groups. 
Mrs. Shulman, wife of the rabbi of 
Temple Beth El and an active lead- 
er in the city’s inter-faith move- 
ments, is among its leaders. Mrs. 
Clem K, Kuehne is president. 


The program last year featured 
a study of a survey made by Mrs. 
John A. Barnett of this city of 
anti-Semitic propaganda and a 
study of the problems of minority 
groups, including both the Jew and 
the negro. 


Two public meetings presented 
discussions of varied problems in 
human relations. The first was ad- 
dressed by Rabbi Albert G. Minda 
of Minneapolis, Minn., on “Things 
We Have in Common,” a presenta- 
tion of the differences and similari- 
ties of the Jew and the Gentile. 
The second was addressed by Rabbi 
Shulman of Temple Beth El, Rev. 
Francis Cavanaugh, C. S. C., of the 
University of Notre Dame, and 
Rev. Charles Tupper Baillie, D. D., 
pastor of the First Presbyterian 
Church and widely known as an 
advocate of unity and friendship 
among the religious sects. 


Mrs. Shulman has described the 
committee’s first year as a highly 
successful one and declared that 
the group plans to “go on to deep- 
er, even more constructive studies 
of the problems which keep the 
peoples of the world apart.”

At 72 he 
begins a new career in a strange 
language. 


Elsa Schiff Basserman was a 
star of her own right for more 
than thirty years. At the age of 
17 she was the toast of Munich for 
her immortal role of Portia. She 
will be seen in “Flotsam,” and with 
Albert she has a part in “Escape.”

At each critical era, leaders 
arose who formulated for us those 
characteristics of our people that 
made us immortal. They made us 
see the need for a rededication to 
those characteristics—they gave us 
the key to immortality and showed 
us how to use that key. One other 
thing we know. A crisis never 
leaves us quite the same as it 
found us. It kills the weak—and 
it makes the strong doubly tough 
and powerful. Every crisis found 
us confused and bewildered—after 
we had weathered the storm we 
were strong and powerful anew. 
The dross had been drained from 
us. We emerged purified, beaten 
out on the anvil of life, toughened 
like fine steel by the blows of the 
hammer of adversity. Will this 
be our fate again? That remains 
for us to decide.

truths, the Synagogue. In our day 
again the Synagogue must save 
Israel. The Synagogue must again 
teach a bewildered people the 
ancient truths. It must revive our 
faith in God and in the future of 
Israel. It must hold forth the 
vision of the Jew living a whole 
and wholesome life in the lands of 
exile and especially in the Land of 
Israel. 


However, to hold an ideal im- 
portant and to say that it must 
be realized is mere wishful think- 
ing unless we proceed to implement 
that ideal. How shall we proceed. 
What is to be the technique we are 
to employ. Here the example of 
Ben Zaccai and the prophets be- 
comes enlightening. The Rabbis 
in every community and those lay- 
men who are zealous for Jewish 
survival must emulate the example 
of history. Determine the essential 
elements necessary for survival 
and creativity—and then hammer 
away at those essentials. Embody 
them in one central institution and 
destroy the multiplicity of organi- 
zations and institutions that only 
weaken and vitiate Jewish ener- 
gies and resources. That is the 
secret—concentration. And then 
force that institution to express 
that which is eternal and everlast- 
ing in Jewish life—language, law, 
literature, education, religious ob- 
servances, folkways and nation- 
alist hopes—the things that make 
Judaism unique and distinctive and 
a name. Yes philanthropy is im- 
portant; relief is essential; de- 
fense of Jewish rights and the 
good name of the Jew is worthy— 
but these are«efter all peripheral 
problems, not affecting the core of 
Jewish life and Jewish survival. 
All the relief in the world and the 
philanthropy and defense of our 
good name will not strengthen the 
inner core of Jewish life. A hungry 
man who has lost all courage and 
faith, who has no home and feels 
outcast in the world is not re- 
habilitated when he is given a 
meal by some kind person. Of 
course he should be fed—but feed- 
ing is no substitute for rehabili- 
tation in society. After he is fed, 
the problem first begins to present 
itself—and it takes a long time of 
arduous work to return to him his 
self-respect and dignity. 

So with the Jew. The things 
that give Judaism meaning and 
the Jew status as a Jew are the 
essential elements we have listed. 
These must constitute our point of 
departure in fighting for healthy 
Jewish survival. As a matter of 
fact that is just what Johanan ben 


Zaccai did and it accounts for Jew.” 
ish survival in his day, 
“Synagogue-and-school” (and ¢ 
make up an indivisible and inge 
able whole in Jewish history ang 
tradition) must take priority anq 
centrality in Jewish life, for jt is 
the only institution in Jewish life 
that represents continuity with the 
living past and projection into a 
living future. 

Now I realize that this program 
will not be altogether pleasing o 
acceptable to many Jews.

In appreciation of the 
service given her husband while he 
was a patient at this non-sectarian 
hospital, Mrs. Harrell presented 
the hospital with a fund to estab- 
lish a permanent Kaddish memo- 
rial in her husband’s name.

HAT these are not exceptional 

illustrations of goodwill in ac- 
tion is evidenced by an even great- 
er number in the field of religious 
cooperation. 

Last winter a tornado ripped 
through Albany, Ga., but it failed 
to tear out any of the goodwill 
which has existed there for genera- 
tions. One of the buildings razed 
by the storm was Temple B’nai 
Israel, whose congregation was in- 
vited to meet in four different 
churches, the First Baptist Church 
in March, the First Methodist 
Church in April, the First Presby- 
terian Church in May and the 
Christian Science Church in June. 
When the unusual cold weather put 
the heating system of the Broad- 
way-Winter Hill Congregational 
Church out of commission, holy 
communion services were held in 
Temple B’nai B’rith, Somerville. 
Last Rosh Hashanah the Commu- 
nity Temple of Cleveland held its 
services in Euclid Avenue Christian 
Church. Wake Forest, N. C., is 
a Baptist stronghold, but when the 
new Church of Saint Catherine of 
Sienna, the first Catholic church in 





the community’s 
opened last Easter, the Baptists 
joined with their Catholic neigh- 
bors in dedicating the house of 
worship. Early this year the bishop 
of the Protestant Episcopal] diocese 
of Chicago, finding himself with an 
unneeded fresh air camp on his 
hands, made a present of it to the 
Chicago Catholic archdiocese, When 
a new synagogue was recently 
opened in Dubuque, Iowa, Catholics 
and Protestants joined with Jey, 
in the dedication exercises. A ep. 
mittee of Protestants in Phenjy 
City, Ala., staged a community 
protest against the transfer to an- 
other post of the local Catholic 
priest.. The First Methodist Church 
of Columbus, Ohio, held its seryjces 
in the Bryden Road Temple afte 
a fire had gutted the Christian 
house of worship. 

Two other notable examples jp 
this field deserve mention. One js 
the interesting experiment of the 
Commission on American Citizep. 
ship of the Catholic University of 
America. As part of its program 
for the building of American citi. 
zenship, this commission has been 
preparing articles and radi 
dramas emphasizing the historic 
goodwill relations between Cath. 
lics and non-Catholics in the United 
States. This material has been giy. 
en wide currency in_ publication 
reaching hundreds of thousands of 
children in Catholic _ parochial 
schools. In a recent issue of the 
Young Catholic Messenger ther 
appeared a sketch based on the 
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fact that a Jewish merchant ip 
Niagara Falls, N. Y., had saved 
Niagara University, a Catholic 
college, from losing its property 
through foreclosure. The othe 
concerns the Hillel Foundations 
the religious, cultural and _ socis 
service centers for Jewish student 
maintained on many American col 
lege campuses by B’nai B’rith, The 
classes in religion, biblical litera 
ture and Jewish history at thes 
foundations are open to Jew an 
non-Jew alike. Recently, the direc

A NOVEL experiment in goodwill 

called the Fireside Forums has 
taken deep root in Gary, Ind., 
where groups of twelve to fifteen 
persons — Catholics, Protestants, 
Jews, Negroes, Italians, Germans, 
Finns, Slavs, Swedes and repre- 
sentatives of other racial groups— 
meet . regularly in each other’s 
homes for a friendly informal dis- 
cussion of problems common to 
them all. Paralleling this move- 
ment is the Forum for Understand- 
ing in Fresno, Cal., where a priest, 
a minister and a rabbi appear to- 
gether on a program every week 
to explain how the Catholic, Prot- 
estant and Jew feels about matters 
of doctrine, social problems and 
current events. 


Pulpit exchanges between Chris- 
tian and Jewish clergymen are no 
longer a novelty but in recent years 
there have been many instances of 
this form of inter-creedal goodwill 
that merit special notice. A rabbi 
addressed a Christian congregation 
in a church on Christmas eve for 
the first time when Rabbi Isaac 
Landman spoke at the Christmas 
eve service in the First Reformed 
Church of Brooklyn last year. This 
past Passover, the seder service 
was conducted in the First Congre- 
gational Methodist Temple of San 
Francisco by a rabbi. 


Another encouraging sign of 
goodwill in action is the increasing 
number of times Jews have been 
chosen officers of Christian or pre- 
dominantly Christian institutions.

and friendship,” Rabbi Shulman 
made the following statement: 


“The end-of the Jewish year 5709 
still finds the Jews of the world in 
a precarious position in his imme- 
diate and future struggle for ex- 
istence. The pages of the past year 
record another disheartening chap- 
ter in the life history of the Jewish 
pecple—another inglorious example 
of man’s inhumanity to man. The 
lot of the refugee grows worse as 
he looks in vain for the out- 


stretched hand of mercy from those 
countries who still are free from 
the barbarism of Hitlerism. Totali- 
tarianism and war with its dreadful 
curse has fallen heavily upon suf- 
fering Israel. 

“In the light of these dishearten- 
ing events what can we do as 
Americans and Jews? First of all, 
we should realize that the world 
will respect us more if it sees us 
as Jews strong in the support of 
democratic principles of life, loyal 
to our own people and conscientious 
and ideals. We can arm ourselves 
through intelligent study of Jewish 
history and religion and ideology 
that we may better defend our- 
selves against the constant attacks 
upon our thinking and our being. 
We can build within our congrega- 
tion, our community and our people 
that atmosphere of tolerance and 
understanding which will hearten 
us and comfort us and inspire us to 
continue to live and to create in a 
world that is torn by hatred and 
misunderstanding. 

“As Jews we are interwoven in 
the pattern of religion and democ- 
racy. We can make both of them 
work and work effectively if we 
give ourselves to each. In religion 
we find the way to better character 
and personality for the man. In 
democracy, we find the better way 
of life for humanity. This is the 
heritage of Judaism and democracy. 
It is the love of God and the re- 
spect of man.” 





Hannah Adams of Boston, Mass., 
was the first American historian to 
write about the Jews.
